The second day of the trial of Caleb 
Powers at Georgetown was consumed 
tn disposing of preliminary motions, 
Judge John S. Morris declining to rec¬ 
ognize the Taylor pardon and refusing 
to allow the defense to file a plea In 
abatement, though he permitted the de¬ 
fense to make an avowal which will be 
part of the record should the cose be 
carried to the United States Supreme 
Court. The Commonwealth announced 
its readiness to go Into a trial, but 
could not force an announcement from 
the defense, which is believed to be 
feeling out Judge Morris before decid¬ 
ing whether or not a trial is wanted at 
this time.

Former Judge R. S. Lovett, counsel 
for E. H. Harriman, has filed a brief in 
the United States Court of New York, 
giving the reasons why Mr. Harriman 
did not answer certain questions put 
by the Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion. It is claimed that the acts con¬ 
cerning which Mr. Harriman was ques¬ 
tioned did not relate to Interstate com¬ 
merce nor to a violation of the law, but 
were designed to compel the disclosure

The Court of Appeals handed down a 
decision reversing the lower court in 
the suit brought by Isaac Hilliard, as a 
taxpayer, to prevent the George G.

JOHN R. WALSH ON 
TRIAL IN CHICAGO 


FORMER BANK PRESIDENT IN 
FOR LONG SIEGE. 


CHARGED WITH MISAPPROPRI¬ 
ATING INSTITUTION’S FUNDS. 


POINT FOR THE PROSECUTION. 


Chicago, Nov. 12.—The trial of John 
R. Walsh, former president of the Chi¬ 
cago National Bank, on the charge of 
misapplication of the funds of that In¬ 
stitution. commenced to-day in the 
United States District Court before 
Judge A. B. Anderson. 

The Indictment under which the trial 
w*a.s brought contains 180 counts. The 
offense charged Is punishable by a term 
of from five to ten years in prison. It 
Is believed that the trial will last about 
one month. 

The chief issue of the case is whether 
or not Mr. Wulsh used the funds of 
the bank to aid his own enterprise. It 
is also charged In other Indictments 
that Mr. Walsh borrowed from his own 
bank more than tho legal amount of 10 
per cent, of the capital stock. Th.s trial, 
however, will not touch upon this latter 
question. 

The defense will be somew’hnt techni¬ 
cal. The Government claims that Mr. 
Walsh substituted for the money, it Is 
alleged that he took from the bank, sml- 
curitlro that were of a doubtful char¬ 
acter. The defense wdll claim that tnrse 
securities were good and that nobody 
ever lost a dollar because of them. 

Twelve Jurors were tentatively ac¬ 
cepted by attorneys for the Government 
when court adjourned. Eleven of them 
were tendered to the defense. The 
twelfth man will doubtless be accept¬ 
ed. and It is thought the entire pane) 
will be agreed upon early In to-mor¬ 
row’s session. 

A po4nt was gained by the prosecu¬ 
tion w'hen Judge Anderson overruled 
a motion by Walsh’s attorneys for an 
order directing the Government to fur¬ 
nish a detail Itet of books needed In the 
trial in lieu of compliance with a sub¬ 
poena directing T. J. Jackson, cashier 
of the defunct bank, to produce In 
court 390 books of the bank to be used 
as documentary evidence against the 
defendant. Judge % Anderson ruled 
against the defendant’s lawyers after a 
prolonged argument and abruptly ad¬ 
journed court after advising compliance 
with the subpoena.

TO WEED OUT 


THE BAD ELEMENT IN SALOON 
BUSINESS. 


Representatives of Model License 
League Talk With Wholesale Deal¬ 
ers In Cincinnati. 


Cincinnati, Nov. 12.—tSpocia4.1—Rep* 
resen tat Ives of tho Model License 
League of Louisville met with tho 
wholesale liquor dealers of Cincinnati. 
Newport and Covington to-day and dis¬ 
cussed ways of advancing the Inter¬ 
ests of the law-abiding saloonkeeper. 

Secretary G. R. Washbume. In ex¬ 
plaining tho objects of the meoting. said 
It was to weed out the bad element. 
"The Model License League," ho »aid, 
"proposes to ^elevate our business by 
forcing the disreputable saloon men out 
of tho trade. This element is what has 
vaused all our trouble." 

The league would have a clear, un¬ 
ambiguous license for every saloon, not 
too high, so that the handling of cheap 
goods be necessary; that the hours 
should be reasonable, and that upon 
first conviction of disobedience of the 
license the saloonkeeper's permit should 
be withdrawn for thirty days, and on 
second offense canceled. 

The idea Is to raise the tone of the 
business. Eliminate the dive, prevent 
sale to minors and inebriates and in¬ 
sure closing at hours that will not 
arouse enmity against the trade. The 
mission has met with favor elsewhere, 
and Cincinnati dealers said to-day that 
they favor the plan.

1 companied by the pardon papers wh.ch 
were found in his possesion at the 
time of his capture in Lexington, In 
March. 1900. nnd which have been of¬ 
fered ut former trials and h’ld to be 
worthless. In presenting the papers 
Mr. Owens said; 

"We believe I hat we have a right to 
ask that this plea be passed up *n by 
the court before we are iejulred to 
tnoke answer as to being ready to try 
this case." 

"What says the Commonwealth?" 
asked Judge Morris, to whi h Mr. 
Franklin responded that his sde de¬ 
sired an opportunity to read the docu¬ 
ment offered by the defense. Forty-five 
minutes were consumed in this, the at¬ 
torneys withdraw ing for the purp nje. 
Upon returning they Interposed a lib¬ 
eral objection to the filing of the p.iper. 
Mr. Franklin ins sted that before tiling 
such a plea the defendant must answer 
ready for trial. He contended that, un¬ 
der Section 172 of the Code of Prac’lce 
a defendant must first answer. Fol¬ 
lowing his remarks Judge VoitIs had 
tho written pica paased up to him, 
and, after scanning It. asked the at¬ 
torney for the State If he did not be¬ 
lieve that the defendant was entitljd 
to present bis pardon to the court. To 
this tho response was that that mat¬ 
ter had been adjudicated by the courts 
of the State. 

"The point I am calling your attri¬ 
tion to," saJd the Judge, ’id. is it neces¬ 
sary for the defendant to aiwwer ready 
for trial before tendering a par .on 
granted him for the offense charged In 
the Indictment?" 

Messrs. Franklin and Williams argued 
that the plea was one of defense, and 
Mr. Owens, for the defendant, respond¬ 
ed that It was not a pie i of def nse. 
bdt solely a question of pardon of the 
defendant and a bfir to a trial In count. 

• • • / 

Sustains Defense. 

"I am constrained to differ with the 
attorneys for the Common wealth." said 
Judge Mcrrls. "The plea Is not one of 
defense, but of pardon of the offense. 

I have hud opportunity only to make a 
cursory examination of this document, 
but I am of opinion that this court is 
precluded by decision of the Court of 
Appeals and of the United States Su¬ 
preme Court from taking up at this 
time tho question of th© validity of this 
pardon." 

Mr. Owens, for Powers. Insisted that 
tho presentation of the pardon and plea 
brought up k new question as to his 
client, a Federal question, not yet de¬ 
cided, and urged that he b© allowed to 
Introduce as proof th© testimony of 
certain members of the General As¬ 
sembly at the session of 190h. 

"Tho General Assembly had sole au¬ 
thority In the matter of the guberna¬ 
torial contest, and In determining w*ho 
wns elected Governor of Kentucky, and 
I do not think it Is within the Jurlsdlc- ! 
tlon of this court to review that action. 

1 think this court Is bound by th© de¬ 
cisions of the higher courts, and I shall 
overrule this plea and the pardon. The 
attorneys for tho defendant may make 
an avowal as to w'hat their witnesses 
would testify, so as lo complete the 
record in this court, and allow you to 
properly and fully prenent th© question 
on appeal to the higher courts." 

Attorneys for the State objected to 
allowing avowals to be made, contend¬ 
ing that such would not be the proper 
procedure when the offer to file the 
plea In abatement had been overruled 
by the court. The Judge answered that 
he w’ould permit the Commonwealth 
also to make an avowal, if It desired to 
do so. To this the defense interposed 
objection, which was overruled. Judge 
Morris said ho w*ould treat the plea in 
abatement offered by the defense os an 
affidavit by Powers In support of the 
pardon which he had .offered, and 
would allow* avowuls to be made. 

On request of the attorneys for the 
defense. Judge Morris her© ordered a 
recess of three hours until 2 o'clock, to 
give them opportunity to prepare the 
avowal they * desired to place In the 
record.

It was 
the Intention of the trust to buy until 
all the present crop was sold In this 
section, but when the company pur¬ 
chased a larg© bulk frdm Kentucky 
growers recently which' gave them 
about 16.000.000 pounds they did not 
want any more from Indiana. Farm¬ 
ers come Into town and stand around 
811 day, but go home with their ©rope 
still on hand because they say they 
cannot accept the decreased price. 
Those who sold received from six to 
eight cents per pound all around and 
they aro rejoicing aver their lucky sales.

The Gold Movement* 

Tho movement of gold from the vaults 
of European banks to the UnJted

mark yesterday, was increitsed to-day 
when the Illinois Trust and Savings 
Bank, of Chicago, completed negotia¬ 
tions for the Importation of $1,000,000. 
This makes the total to date $o6,0S0,000. 

TEMPORARILY CLOSED. 

Merchants’ National Rank of Port¬ 
land In Trouble. 

Portland. Ore.. Nov. 12.— The Mer¬ 
chants’ National Bank, of this city, is 
for the time being in the hands of tho 
Controller of the Currency. Its doors 
were not opened to-day because of ldb> 
and unfounded, but persistent, rumors 
which resulted In heavy withdrawals 
lately. Though said to be strictly sol¬ 
vent the bank was to-day obliged to 
cl os© temporarily awaiting the advlcr f 
of the Citfitroller of the Currency, to' 
whom the bank ha? wired details of the 
situation. With $5,212,052 on deposit at 
the close of business August 22 last 
when the Controller called for a state¬ 
ment of the conditions of all national 
hunks, the bank’s liquidation since that 
date has been over $2,300,000. of which 
amount $1,300,000 has been withdrawn j 
since the holiday season began, October 
20. Thin run m ans an average dally 
vvlthdrawaal of cash from the* bank of 
more than $100,000. 

The Hanover National, the Natlonnl 
Bank of Commerce and the Merchants* I 
National Bank, New York correspond- 
eats of the Merchants* National, offered 
to extend all necessary aid. but again 
the national banking act stood In the 
way. This left no other recourse than 
to lay the situation before the Control¬ 
ler of the Cu rrency. _ 

COINING MILLIONS. 

Philadelphia Mint Helping To Re¬ 
lieve the Stringency. 

Philadelphia. Nov. 12.—The United 
Stater mint in this city to-day deliv¬ 
ered Il.0fl0.000 In g'dd double eagles to 
the subtreasury In this city. It is stated 
within the next three months the 


mint will coin $52,000,000 In double 
eagles. 

This enormous amount of gold will 
be distributed among the subtreasuries 
In various parts of the country and will 
be employed to relieve th** money strin¬ 
gency. The ’distribution of so much 
gold Is one of the several important 
moves that Secretary Cortelyou is tak¬ 
ing to provide enough currency to meet 
the enormous needs of the country. 

The local mint is well equipped to 
contribute its share of the shower of 
auld that has begun to fail upon every 
of the United States. Many of its 
employes are working overtime, how¬ 
ever, It being a nightly occurrence for 
coin counters, weighers, adjusters and 
others to work as late oa 10 o’clock, 
the usyul hour for quitting work be¬ 
ing 4 o’clock._

Savannah, Ga., Nov. 12.—At a meet¬ 
ing to-day of the Board of Directors of 
the Central of Georgia, the resigna¬

William Nelson Cromwell and J. W. 
Castles were ejected In their places. Mr. 
Castles Is president of the Guarantee 
Trust Company, of New York, in which 
institution E. H. Karri man is a direc¬ 
tor.

President Shur- 
er says the company possesses assets 
amounting to more than $650,000 in ex¬ 
cess of liabtUiies. 

Western Outlook Encouraging. 

San Francisco. Cal.. Nov. 12.—Bank¬ 
ers to-day reported the financial situa¬ 
tion In this city to be "Improving stead¬ 
ily." and the outlook as "very encour¬ 
aging." Within the last four weeks 
gold in excess of $7,000,000 has be:-n 
transferred by the San Franciseo sub- 
treasury. the major portion of It going 
to local banks. The remainder was d s- 
tributed among Washington, Oregon. 
Nevada, Utah and Colcmdo banks. 

Grain Checks To B« Issued. 

Sioux City, la.. Nov. 12.—Grain 
checks will be in circulation through¬ 
out the towns and surrounding country 
and will be accepted as cash by Job¬ 
bers, as well as merchants and small 
business houses b ginning Thursduy 
morning.

If the goal posts are set back of the 
goal line and the ball hits th© post, it 
N an readily b© seen that It has crossed 
the goal line, and hence. If thus kicked or 
forward 1 ostfed, would be a touchdown, 
whereas If the goal posts wero set flush 
with the line hm above described, the hall 
would not have passed on, over or across 
the goal line, nnd w*ould he In play when 
It bounded back lutu the Ibid of play. 

There has also been some question n» 
to whether tho ball thus striking th© post 
did not put men on side. This Is a ml«- 
apprehension. A ball striking a post In 
this way would have no more hearing on

BOUGHT GiIn AT PAWNSHOP. 


Washington. Nov. 12. — [Special] — 
George W. Ew ell, of Deer Lodge, Tenn.. 
stepped from a Baltimore train at the 
Pennsylvania depot this afternoon, hail¬ 
ed a passing cab and asked to be driven 
ro a pawnshop. The cabby complied. 
Ewell purchased * revolver and while 
proceeding up Vennsvivanla avenue In 
thf cab blew hi* brains out. He had 
befen an inmate of John* Hopkins Hos¬ 
pital for some time aud Ill-health is 
given as the cause of the act. The 
folk)wing letter was found on EwcdU: 

"October 20, 1907, Sunday, p. m.—In 
case of my death at any time there is 
an industrial insurance policy in my 
suit case for $138 In Metropolitan, which 
will bury me cheaply—here at this 
place. Please have doctor’s certificate 
of death mailed to Mr*. George W. 
Ewell, my wife, at Deer Lodge. Tenn., 
(Morgan county) as soon as |>oe»lble, 
and thanking you kindly for prompt at¬ 
tention to last requests. Send my love 
to Mrs. Ewell and our daughter. Mary 
Frances Ewell (seven years old). These 
two are more than life itself to me. 

"Sincerely, GEORGE W. EWELL "

Anderson County Wins. 

Maynard, Merrill & Co. must pay the 
county of Anderson $10,000 because they 
sold school books In Anderson county 
for more than they sold the same 
books In Alabama. The Court of Ap¬ 
peals this morning held that the judg¬ 
ment of $10,000 should be upheld, as 
there was no ques.ion about the facts 
having been proven. 

The pr.nclpal point decided was as to 
whether Shelby or Anderson county 
fthould recover on the bond of die com¬ 
pany. A suit was filed In Anderson 
county to recover under the contract, 
which provided that books must be 
sold for no more than they are sold for 
In other Stales. It was alleged and 
proved that Reed's Words Lessons had 
been sold In Anderson county for twen- 
ty-flve cents a copy, and that the same 
book was sold In Alabama for twenty 
cents. The Jury gave a verdict of $10.- 
000, and an appeal was taken. A sim¬ 
ilar suit was filed In Shelby county on 
the same bond that was given to cover 
Anderson county, and a verdict and 
Judgment secured. 

The court holds that Anderson coun¬ 
ty takes precedence, and is entitled to 
recover on the bond, which Is exhaust¬ 
ed when the Judgment is paid, and in 
this decision Shelby county loses. 

The suit was brought In Anderson 
county in the name of the county su¬ 
perintendent of schools, M. L*. Chown- 
ing.
